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EYESORE COLLAPSED WALL IS STILL NOT FIXED TWO YEARS ON

A 12ft wall that collapsed two years 
ago has still not been rebuilt by 
council bosses - with piles of bricks 
and rubble blighting homes. 

The eyesore wall which backs 
onto Robert Mooney’s garden in 
Clyde Street, Old Hill, fell into 
nearby Stacey Close in June 2014. 

Orange barriers have remained 
in place since the collapse but Mr 
Mooney claims that despite sev¬ 
eral visits from council officers still 
nothing has been done. 

Mr Mooney and neighbours have 
campaigned since its collapse to be 
cleared. 

Mr Mooney, who has lived in the 
street for 15 years, said it had be¬ 
come a ‘hazard’ with the remainder 
of it about to fall at any time. 

The council says the situation is 


complicated over land ownership. 
Mr Mooney, aged 53, said: “Due to 
just general wear and tear the wall 
just collapsed one day in about June 
2014. It collapsed into the garden of 
the first house in Stacey Close and 
the rest of what is left looks like it is 
about to fall at anytime. 

“Council officers came out on 
several occasions and said it was 
structurally unsafe, but then they 
say they are always awaiting to get 
quotes for the cost of it to be re¬ 
paired. 

“It is really worrying as there are 
infants who play in Stacey Close 
and this is a hazard that could fall 
at any time.Mr Mooney added: “It 
is disgusting that still nothing has 
been done about this yet. I suffer 
with bad health and this a constant 


concern for me.” Councillor David 
Hosell, for Highways and Envi¬ 
ronment said: “If the wall is unsafe 
then I would presume a council 
officer has looked at it and passed 
comment on it in the past. 

“But if the gentleman is still un¬ 
happy then I will ask for officers 
to re-visit the site again and have 
a check over it to see what can be 
done. 

“If it is structurally unsafe then 
this is something that needs to be 
assessed.” 

Adrian Scarrott, director of 
Neighbourhood Services, said: “We 
are addressing this. 

“However it is a complicated situ¬ 
ation involving land ownership and 
an old wall. We are doing what we 
can to sort it out.”

Almost 500 people in four days have 
signed the petition to save the venue.

Fed-up neighbour records vehicles mounting pavements

BUSES CHAOS IS 
CAUGHT ON FILM 


BUS CHAOS in a quiet Black Country street has been 
caught on camera by a fed-up resident. 

Bus drivers are filmed reversing on to residents’ drives, narrow¬ 
ly avoiding cars and using the entire pavement to manoeuvre out of 
trouble in Cupfields Avenue, Tipton. Jane Harris was waiting for two 
single-deck buses to clear after they got stuck on a tight corner in her 
street and decided to film the mayhem that ensued. 

Three more buses join the congestion during the five-minute footage posted on YouTube 
on May 23. And it is not the first time there has been problems at the spot. Over the last 


three years, Ms Harris, aged 43, said a wall 
by buses and other vehicles passing by. 

A transport supervisor at Aston Manor 
Brewery, she said: “About 10 years ago 
we used to just have National Express on 
there and they used to run a service every 
30 minutes and you didn’t get the disrup¬ 
tion. But now it’s every 10 minutes and we 
have got two separate companies on there 
now. It has been ongoing with National Ex¬ 
press, the highways and the councillors for 
the last three years, probably longer. 

“In 2009 I complained to the [Sandwell 
Council] highways [department] and they 
managed to put [two] bollards up.” 

Ms Harris said a third on the pavement 
in front of her house would help any fur¬ 
ther damage by the route. 

Cupfields Avenue is currently used by 
National Express and Diamond Bus ser¬ 
vices on the 42 and 43 routes, travelling 
from West Bromwich to Tipton and Bil- 
ston, respectively. 

She added: “The problem I have got is 
the bus mounting the kerb. The whole 
street is fed up of the buses.” 

Another video filmed from Ms Harris’ 


in front of her house has been knocked down

house in January shows two double-deck 
National Express buses squeezed into a 
tight gap before one of their drivers is forced 
to reverse back to allow a car through. 

Eventually the buses pass together but 
are only able to get through by driving on 
both pavements. Great Bridge councillor 
Joanne Hadley held a meeting with the bus 
companies over a year ago asking for buses 
to be diverted away from Cupfields Avenue 
but they told her that would not be possible. 

Councillor Hadley said: “It is such a 
tight road I don’t know why the buses go 
down there at all.” Ms Harris said she 
had contacted the Traffic Commissioner in 
Birmingham but had been told to put her 
video onto a disc so they could investigate 
further. Sandwell Council, Diamond Bus 
and National Express were unavailable for 
comment at the time of going to press.

Travelodge planned 
for glassworks site 

A HOTEL will be built on a historic former 
glassworks site next to one of the Black 
Country’s most popular attractions, under 
new plans. 

Proposals for a Travelodge in Tipton 
Road near the Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum have been lodged. The 78-bed hotel 
is earmarked for the former Royal Brierley 
Crystal factory site. The factory was demol¬ 
ished in 2011. Part of the land has already 
been redeveloped for The Dudley Archive 
and Local History Centre. 

Dudley Council’s regeneration boss 
Councillor Khurshid Ahmed welcomed the 
hotel scheme. 
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Cannabis arrests up 40pc in 12 months 


THE number of people caught red-handed with 
cannabis has shot up by more than 40 per cent 
during the past 12 months, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

A total of 2,327 people were arrested for canna¬ 
bis possession in the West Midlands in 2015 - up 
from 1,618 in the previous year. 

Exactly 13,000 have been held by the force since 
2011, according to the statistics revealed by a Free¬ 
dom of Information request. 

The overall trend has been downward, with 
3,620 arrests in 2011 to 1,618 in 2014 - before the 
rise in 2015. 

Councillor Bob Lloyd, who sits on Sandwell 


Council’s health and adult social care scrutiny 
board, said it is positive that the numbers have 
been falling since 2011. 

However, he said education about drugs needs to 
be improved to combat the problems even further. 
Councillor Lloyd said: “In Sandwell the council has 
recently launched a campaign with children from 
RSA Academy with the message that there are se¬ 
rious health risks with these things.” 

The figures also reveal the total number of pos¬ 
session of cannabis offences and people proceeded 
against for possession of cannabis from 2011. 
There were 6,416 in 2011 and fell ever year to 
3,315 in 2015. Wayne Little, station commander at 


Tipton Community Fire Station, issued a warning 
about the risks of cannabis factories when launch¬ 
ing a anti-cannabis campaign earlier this month. 

He said: “So-called cannabis factories pose huge 
risks to those involved, their innocent neighbours 
and the emergency services. It’s often the case that 
the criminals bypass the power supply, make un¬ 
safe structural alterations, and then fill the prem¬ 
ises with cultivation equipment that uses huge 
amounts of power.” 

Anyone who suspects neighbours of illegally 
growing and supplying cannabis should call police 
on 101 or call Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111. 


56pc rise in arrests 
of Eastern Europeans 

EASTERN European arrests in 
the Black Country have rocketed 
by 56 per cent - while the num¬ 
ber of people with UK nationality 
detained by police has dropped, 
it has emerged. 

A total of 1,394 people from Russia, 

Estonia, Slovakia, Romania, Poland, 

Czech Republic, Latvia were arrested 
by police in 2015. This compared to 
893 in 2011. 

The number of Latvian people arrested 
jumped from 75 to 167, Hungarians ar¬ 
rested from 17 to 35 and Poles from 278 to 
447. Romanian arrests went up 223 to 363 
over the period, Slovakia arrests from 43 
to 85, Estonian arrests from two to six and 
Slovenian dropped from one to zero. 

Meanwhile, the number of British people 
arrested in the region fell from 18,258 to 
17,592, a drop of four per cent. The Black 
Country area consists of Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall and Sandwell local po¬ 
licing units. In January a Polish thief who 
targeted elderly people in Wolverhampton 
was jailed for two years and eight months. 

Stolen 

Gabriel Lipinski, aged 21, of Willenhall 
Road, had a previous conviction for a street 
robbery in Poland during which he stole a 
mobile phone. Also in January, another 
Lithuanian inmigrant, Gediminas Babusis, 
was jailed for six months after being caught 
with a stolen van less than three months 
after arriving to the UK. 

Babusis, 44, of no fixed address, pleaded 
guilty to the theft of the vehicle from Sow¬ 
ers Close, Willenhall. 

Last month, Polish inmigrant Adrian 
Anderski was jailed for three years, two 
months, for trying to rob a woman and 
break into vehicles outside Wolverhampton 
railway station. 

Anderski, 20, of Wellington Road, Tip- 
ton, admitted attempted robbery and theft 
and was ordered to be detained in a Young 
Offenders Institution. He faces deportation 
on release. 

The figures come after West Midlands 
Police detained 83 people, including two 
Poles wanted by detectives in their own 
country on suspicion of separate frauds and 
a Czech man implicated in a burglary back 
in his homeland, as part of a multi-national 
operation. 


Fight to help heart transplant pal

A MAN in need of a heart trans¬ 
plant has received a financial boost 
from his boxing pal and other 
friends. 

Alan Bladen, aged 66, died three 
times in hospital after a heart at¬ 
tack, but the retired factory worker 
came out punching, and is now on 
the transplant list. 

In the meantime, his pal Jason 
Brewster, a former Midlands box¬ 
ing champion, has rallied to help 
raise funds to help Mr Bladen 
out. A recent fundraiser pulled in 
£3,800 to go towards his care. Mr 


Brewster said: “Half his heart is 
dead, he’s got a mechanical device 
in there keeping him alive. He’s on 
the transplant waiting list. We held 
a fun day and an auction in Tipton, 
and I called in a few favours from 
friends in the boxing fraternity. It 
was a really good day.” 

Mr Bladen, who also worked as 
a driver before he retired, is set to 
tie the knot with his fiancee Julie 
Edmonds in July. 

Mr Brewster added: “He gets 
married on July 8, it’s a bit of a 
rushed wedding. We’re going up to 


Blackpool for his stag. His fiancee 
Julie has been his rock. I’m just re¬ 
ally happy he’s still here and want 
to do everything I can to help.” 

Later this year, Mr Brewster will 
gets into the ring for charity with 
former world heavyweight cham¬ 
pion Tim Witherspoon, who once 
knocked out Frank Bruno at Wem¬ 
bley. He said: “He’s a former world 
champion, I’m probably mad. But it 
should be a really good night.” 

Tickets will be available in July 
for the October 21 fight, due at 
Brierley Hill Civic Centre. 


Number of 
marriages 
within region 
falls by lOpc 

THE number of people getting married 
in the Black Country and Staffordshire 
fell by around 10 per cent in 12 months, 
latest figures reveal. 

A total of 7,296 couples tied the knot 
in religious or civil ceremonies, data 
from the Office for National Statistics 
(ONS). The number of marriages in 
2013 - the latest statistics to be pub¬ 
lished - fell from 8,140 in 2012, a reduc¬ 
tion of 10.3 per cent. 

But the region mirrored the national 
picture which also saw a drop and it’s 
believed people could have been avoiding 
the number ‘13’ fearing it an unlucky 
year to get married. Financial reasons 
with Britain still recovering after the 
recession may also have had an impact. 

Dudley saw the biggest drop of 22 per 
cent - with 893 couples getting married 
in 2013 compared with 1,155 during the 
previous year. 

But Councillor John Martin, cabinet 
member for law and governance, said 
that numbers tying the knot at register 
offices and other approved venues in the 
borough had increased since then. 

In Sandwell there was a 12 per cent 
reduction in the number of ceremo¬ 
nies with 672 in 2013, down from 770 
in 2012. In Wolverhampton, there was 
a seven per cent drop with 789 couples 
getting married in 2012 compared with 
733 in 2012 and in Walsall the number 
fell by around six per cent with 720 cer¬ 
emonies in 2013 and 675 in 2012. 

While in Staffordshire, the number 
dropped by 10 per cent from 4,806 in 
2013 to 4,312 in 2012.

YOUNG singers from the Black Coun¬ 
try have been chosen to perform at Bir¬ 
mingham Symphony Hall in July. 

Stourbridge’s Got 2 Sing youth choir 
will take to the stage as part of the 
Music for Youth National Festival, from 
July 5 to 9. 

It will involve around 40,000 young 
musicians from across the country. The 
choir, comprising 24 members aged from 
nine to 16, will perform on July 6. 

Members will be singing Wings by 
Birdy, I See The Light from Tangled the 
movie and Adele’s Rolling In The Deep.

The Diamond bus is believed to have 
rolled back into the fence before came to 
rest in the garden in Balmoral Road at 
around noon last Wednesday. 

No-one was hurt. 
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Families hit 
out at lack 
of warnings 
for tourists 

FAMILIES of the Tunisia terror at¬ 
tack victims have raised concerns 
about a lack of warnings for travel¬ 
lers, at the latest pre-inquest hearing. 

Relatives of some of the 30 Britons 
murdered in the resort of Sousse in 
June last year fear not enough was 
done to alert holidaymakers of the 
terror risk in the country. 

The attack in Sousse came just 
three months after 24 people - in¬ 
cluding Shropshire solicitor Sally 
Jane Adey - were killed at the Bardo 
Museum in Tunis in March. 

Andrew Ritchie QC, who represents 
17 families including Wednesbury’s 
Suzy Richards - who lost her son Joel, 
brother Adrian and father Patrick in 
the Sousse massacre - said the For¬ 
eign Office had potentially failed to 
require holiday companies to warn 
Britons of the dangers. 

Travel agents allegedly lowered 
their prices to try to ‘entice’ more 
Britons to Tunisia, after 24 people 
were killed in a terror attack at Bardo 
National Museum in the capital in 
March 2015. 

Ms Richards has previously said 
that she remains concerned about 
travel operators continuing to offer 
cut price deals to the country. Foreign 
Office advice for travellers in June 
2015 stated: “There is a high risk 
from terrorism, including kidnapping. 
Attacks could be indiscriminate, in¬ 
cluding in places visited by foreigners. 

“This had only been produced on¬ 
line but we are going to consider, in 
light of future evidence, whether Her 
Majesty’s Government should have 
imposed a duty of candour on the 
travel companies,” Mr Ritchie said 
at the pre-inquest hearing into the 
deaths last Wednesday. 

He said travel agents, including 
Thomson’s parent company TUI, had 
told the Foreign Office that they in¬ 
tended to use ‘reduced pricing strate¬ 
gies for further tourists to be enticed 
to Tunisia following the Bardo at¬ 
tack’. 

Former nurse 
in fall died, 85 

A RETIRED nurse who was due to 
have her leg amputated, died from 
complications after having a fall. 

Joyce Hearnshaw, aged 85, was 
scheduled for the operation after 
developing sarcoma, a cancerous tu¬ 
mour, in her right leg. But she frac¬ 
tured her hip and femur in a fall at 
her home in Norman Road, Smeth¬ 
wick. Doctors deemed her unfit for 
surgery, and her condition deterio¬ 
rated. She contracted a chest infection 
and died of pneumonia. 

Russell Williams, coroner’s officer, 
told Black Country Coroner’s Court: 
“She lived independently.” 

Zafar Siddique, senior coroner for 
the Black Country, added: “She was 
found to have a fractured femur and 
fractured right hip. I record a conclu¬ 
sion of accidental death. I offer her 
family my condolences.” 


Trailer's message on illicit substances

A TRAILER promoting an anti-drugs 
message has gone on the road to warn 
people of the dangers of illicit sub¬ 
stances. 

The Community Matters trailer, 
which was unveiled in Tipton, is kit¬ 
ted out with a replica cannabis factory 
using equipment seized from police 
raids. 

Chiefs hope it will help raise aware¬ 
ness of the dangers of drugs and en¬ 
courage people to report suspected 
growers and dealers. 

Within days of the ‘weed ‘em out’ 
crackdown launching in Tipton last 


summer, police received information 
to obtain two search warrants for a 
house and factory, where they dis¬ 
covered cannabis worth an estimated 
street value of £32,000 in total. 

On the back of the campaign’s 
success, Tipton Police, Tipton Fire 
Station and Sandwell’s Community 
Alcohol Partnership have launched 
the safety trailer, with support from 
the Safer Sandwell Partnership and 
West Midlands Fire Service. 

They have also worked with young 
people from RSA Academy to design 
the outside of the Community Mat¬ 


ters trailer, which will be available for 
use on a range of community issues. 

Emergency services and authorities 
warned cannabis growers and dealers 
that they face jail or an unlimited 
fine; eviction and losing their home; 
are a fire risk to homes and neigh¬ 
bours; and that cannabis factories 
mean neighbours face higher electric¬ 
ity bills. 

People who drive while intoxicated 
by cannabis also face arrest and a 
criminal conviction. For more details 
about the campaign visit http://www.

Phishing con wannabe 
rapper Khan, 23, jailed 


A SCAM artist and wannabe rapper 
who tricked pensioners into hand¬ 
ing over their savings has had his 
desperate attempts at writing rap 
music mocked mercilessly online. 

Fraudster Jahangir Khan, from Glen- 
dower Road, Perry Barr, was jailed for 
three years and two months on Friday 
after admitting two counts of conspiracy 
to defraud. 

He was found to be part of a ‘phishing’ scam, 
in which he and his co-conspirators scared el¬ 
derly people into handing over bank details 
after claiming their accounts had been com¬ 
promised. After the 23-year-old was jailed, 
West Midlands Police shared his lyrics online, 
alongside a tongue-in-cheek attempt by Detec¬ 
tive Constable Dan Chappelow to translate the 
‘gangst’ speak into the Queen’s English. 

In his rap, he claims to be ‘da underground’s 
finest’, and boasts about driving a Lamborghini 
and getting ‘bare honeys’. 

Det Con Chappelow, who turned DC to MC, 
said: “You can’t fault his imagination. Khan 
clearly saw himself as a respected kingpin of 
the criminal world... in his mind he was “da 
underground’s finest” who drew respect from 
men and a magnet for adoring women. 

Vulnerable 

“The truth is that Khan is a coward who 
spent his time phoning elderly people and 
tricking them into parting with bank cards and 
PIN numbers with scare stories. Courier fraud 
deliberately targets the most vulnerable people 
in society. We had a go at translating his street 
slang verses... at least we can thank MC Khan 
for giving us all a good laugh.” 

Among Khan’s victims was a 92-year-old 
woman, who he tricked into handing over bank 
cards and PIN numbers, claiming her account 
had been hacked. Detectives arrested him after 
finding photos of him showing off designer 
watches, jewellery and clothes. 

Khan’s co-conspirators were also sentenced 
at Birmingham Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to the same charges. Arafa Begum, 21, 
from Nechells was sentenced to eight months 
suspended for 21 months and ordered to do 150 
hours of community service. Mohammed Miah, 
21, from London, was jailed for three years and 
three months, and fellow Londoner Motahir 
Rahman, 24, was sentenced to 10 months sus¬ 
pended for 21 months, and ordered to carry out 
150 hours community service.

The group from Brandhall Pri¬ 
mary School were on board a dou¬ 
ble-decker coach on the M6 when 
flames took hold. But they were 
taken to safety by Paul Bingham, 
who was driving an empty coach 
on the motorway and selflessly 
pulled over after he saw the blaze. 


Head Liz Hart has labelled Mr 
Bingham a ‘true hero’ and invited 
him to the school for a personal 
thank you. Pupils penned touch¬ 
ing notes of thanks in a giant card 
and sung to Mr Bingham in a spe¬ 
cial assembly on Friday. 

He was also given presents to 
show the gratitude of all involved. 

Mr Bingham, 44, who works for 
Eavesway Travel in Wigan, said: 
“It was great to be invited and 
I’m very proud. It was a touching 


moment.” Miss Hart said: “He is 
a true hero and I would like to 
thank him sincerely.”

Fire spreads from bin to factory 


FIREFIGHTERS battled a blaze at 
an industrial estate in Wednesbury. 

West Midlands Fire and Rescue 
received a 999 call to the incident in 
Globe Street at 9.50am last Wednes¬ 
day. 

Five crews were initially sent to ex¬ 
tinguish the fire at the factory, which 
had spread from a bin. 

No casualties were reported in the 
fire. 


The fire was extinguished by 
10.30am, with one crew still at the 
scene damping down. Spokesman, 
Matthew Smith, said: “We were 
called to a bin fire that had spread to 
a factory unit with reports that there 
was smoke coming through the roof. 

“The call came at 9.50am in the 
morning but it was already under 
control by half past 10. 

“Everything is under control and 


by about half 10 the fire had been 
extinguished. We had two firefight¬ 
ers wearing breathing apparatus and 
used one hose reel jet and one safety 
jet to stop the blaze. 

“We had five engines there in total 
but that was due to the layout of it 
all as access to the building was re¬ 
stricted.” 

Crews from the Technical Res¬ 
cue Unit based at Bickenhill and 


Wednesbury Fire Station, West Bro¬ 
mwich Fire Station, Bilston Fire Sta¬ 
tion worked to put the fire out. 

The incident comes after fire crews 
battled a blaze to tyres and rubbish 
near a derelict building in Wednes¬ 
bury over the weekend. 

The fire on Darlaston Road, which 
took place on May 22, was described 
as ‘large’ by the West Midlands Fire 
Service. 


Distraction burglar 
gets seven year term

A CROOK who stole an el¬ 
derly woman’s life savings 
of thousands of pounds on 
her 89th birthday has been 
jailed for seven years. 

Wayne Greene and another 
man tricked her into believing 
she needed some gardening 
doing after making a cold call 
at her home, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

As one of them took the vulnera¬ 
ble woman - who is not being named 
for her own protection - to the back 
garden to discuss the proposal, the 
other slipped into her Oldbury bun¬ 
galow on December 3 last year. 

During a short search he found 
the tin box in which the cash was 
kept in a drawer in her bedroom and 
grabbed it along with her will and 
birth certificate. 

Greene, aged 33, and his accom¬ 
plice - who has not been traced - 
escaped with their haul from the 
address that the victim shares with 
the ill brother she cares for. 

Alerted 

But the thieves were seen carry¬ 
ing the tin from the address by a 
neighbour who was driving past and 
suspected they were up to no good. 
Andrew Watson called in to see her, 
realised she had almost certainly 
fallen victim to a distraction bur¬ 
glary and alerted the police. Greene 
was arrested the next day and was 
later identified as the culprit by both 
Mr Watson and the victim. 

The defendant was on bail after 
a bungled raid on the Hot Shots 
snooker club in Crosswells Road, 
Oldbury during which he was 
caught red handed stealing a safe 
containing £10,000, revealed Mr 
David Swinnerton, prosecuting. 

Greene smashed a hole in the wall 
to gain access but made so much 
noise that police were alerted and 
arrested him at the scene. The un¬ 
opened safe was found nearby. 

Greene from Hurst Road, Smeth¬ 
wick admitted that offence and was 
convicted of the distraction burglary 
by a jury who took just 18 minutes 
to reach their verdict.

One million 
visitors from 
abroad sets 
Brum record 

BIRMINGHAM attracted a record 
million international visitors last 
year. 

The latest figures from the Office 
for National Statistics found that the 
city was the fourth most visited place 
in the UK based on the number of 
‘global guests’. 

Birmingham enjoyed an increase of 
163,000 visitors - 17.3 per cent more 
- than in 2014 when 944,000 interna¬ 
tional visitors came to the second city. 

For a second consecutive year, this 
was the largest increase for any city 
outside London. 

Consumer spend by foreign visitors 
reached £386 million - an increase of 
£87m on 2014 - and it was the fourth 
highest of any UK city and only eight 
per cent lower than London. 

The city’s strong tourist appeal was 
further enhanced in 2015 by a high 
proportion of international business 
visitors. With 619,000 visits recorded, 
Birmingham again saw the highest 
growth of any city outside London. 
This is 120,000 (19.4 per cent) up on 
the figure for 2014 (499,000) and the 
largest rise of any UK regional city. 

Councillor John Clancy, leader 
of Birmingham City Council, said: 
“These figures are great news for Bir¬ 
mingham, confirming the city’s inter¬ 
national standing and growing appeal. 

“More people are discovering Bir¬ 
mingham and its surrounding areas 
than ever before. 

“With over £1 billion of investment 
in the region in the last year, Greater 
Birmingham is experiencing record 
levels of growth.”

Reduces risk of diabetes, ^ 
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UK safer to 
stay within 
the EU says 
crime chief 

WEST Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Jamieson has 
said it is ‘vital’ that the UK stays in 
Europe. 

He believes staying in the EU is 
essential in the fight against major 
crimes such as human trafficking and 
terrorism. The UK will go to the polls 
on June 23 to decide whether to stay 
in Europe or leave. 

Mr Jamieson said: “The outcome of 
the EU referendum is the most impor¬ 
tant decision for the people of the UK 
will make in 50 years. 

“The West Midlands currently 
gains a lot from its strong links with 
EU partners, especially on the big is¬ 
sues such as terrorism.” 

The commissioner said that staying 
in the EU would help combat crimi¬ 
nal gangs who are ‘highly mobile’ and 
‘tech-sawy’ and work without geo¬ 
graphical boundaries. 

Another example of benefitting 
from staying in the EU would be the 
ability to enforce a European Arrest 
Warrant, according to Mr Jamieson. 

He said: “Organised crime gangs 
are spreading their tentacles far and 
wide. Gone are the days when crimi¬ 
nals would operate in one single area. 

“Today, they are highly mobile, 
tech-savvy with no geographic bound¬ 
aries. Our enforcement needs to be 
equally mobile and work across na¬ 
tional boundaries. 

“The European Arrest Warrant, 
meanwhile, means faster and simpler 
surrender procedures for suspects. 

“International crime requires an 
international response.” 

inquest told of 
asbestos work 

A 77-YEAR-OLD man from Great 
Barr died after working with asbestos 
while in the Navy, an inquest heard. 

Peter Sullivan died in Sandwell 
Hospital on May 15. He had been been 
admitted for pneumonia and fluid on 
the lungs a few days previously but 
was released to be cared for at home 
before being re-admitted. 

The hearing in Smethwick was told 
how Mr Sullivan worked on subma¬ 
rines from 1954 to 1960 and would 
have been subject to asbestos. In later 
years he worked as a bricklayer. 

The medical cause of death given 
was lung-related disease, asbestos and 
prostate cancer. 

Senior Coroner Zafar Siddique said: 
“I give my verdict that he died by way 
of industrial disease.” 

College collects

HALESOWEN College students and 
staff collected 1,049 items for Brierley 
Hill’s Black Country Foodbank.

Fan in plea as shirt tomes home'

A DUSTY attic in a house near the 
west coast of Canada wouldn’t be 
high on a list of places you’d expect to 
find an incredibly old and rare arte¬ 
fact in Wolves’ history. 

But that’s exactly where a Wolves 
shirt dating back 106 years was found 
- and then brought back to Wolver¬ 
hampton. The shirt will now form a 
key part of a new book charting the 
history of Wolves’ shirts. 

Wolves fan Steve Plant has pains¬ 
takingly put together the book, which 
is set to launch in October, featuring 
more than 200 pages of shirts and the 


stories behind them. And now he has 
accrued a ‘real coup’ in the form of a 
shirt - in pristine condition - which 
he believes dates back to 1910. 

Steve said: “A man from Can¬ 
ada who does house clearances, and 
has got a bric-a-brac shop and sells 
this on, found this ancient gold and 
black shirt while he doing a house 
clearance. At first he thought it was 
an old ice hockey shirt. But then he 
spent quite a bit of time researching 
it and found that it closely resembled 
Wolves’ 1921 FA Cup Final shirt. 

“He put something out on Face- 


book and a couple of people who knew 
about my book spotted it, and put 
him in touch with me.” The shirt was 
posted to Wolverhampton. But its or¬ 
igins remain a mystery. 

There is a suggestion it may have 
belonged to John Brodie, who played a 
part in the club’s formation, with his 
family believed to have emigrated to 
Canada. Steve added: “It’s very, very 
rare and a real coup for the book.”

Watchdog highlights 
issues on agency care 


PATIENTS cared for by a Sandwell 
agency are at risk of taking the 
wrong medicine because of staff 
failings when checking records, a 
report has found. 

Unique Care Network, based in Smeth¬ 
wick, has a team of around 20 carers 
proving home care to people with various 
conditions across the borough. 

An inspection by the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) found that while some progress had 
been made over the last year, overall improve¬ 
ments are required. 

There was particular criticism of how med¬ 
ical records are checked by staff. Bosses said 
they respected the report’s findings and recog¬ 
nised there is ‘room for improvement.’ 

On medicine records, the inspectors said: 
“We found that medicines were now itemised 
on medicine records which properly detailed 
the name of the medicines and quantity staff 
were supporting people to take. This was an 
improvement from our last inspection. 

Signature 

“However, we saw, as we had during our 
previous inspection, that where staff had 
handwritten the medicine records and there 
was no second staff signature, or that of the 
person who used the service, to confirm that 
what was written was correct. This meant that 
there could be a potential risk of a person being 
supported to take the wrong medicine.” 

Unique Care, which has offices at Sandwell 
Business Development Centre in Oldbury 
Road, provides support to the elderly, people 
with learning difficulties and provides support 
with everyday tasks including cooking meals 
and shopping. 

When last inspected in June 2015, the 
CQC found the quality monitoring of the ser¬ 
vice breached legal requirements prompting 
Sandwell Council to suspend new placements. 

That suspension has since been lifted with 
an agreement they will not fund more than ten 
care packages at any time. The latest report 
found quality monitoring had improved and 
was now law abiding. But in other areas more 
work was needed, the report said. 

The network’s manager, Gabriel Sichangwa, 
said: “We have made tremendous strides to 
improve over the last year. The inspector was 
quite happy with systems we have put in. How¬ 
ever I would recognise that there is still room 
for improvement”

Warden’s 
moan just 
ticket for 
hypocrisy 

YOU know that parking enforcement is 
going too far when even the traffic war¬ 
dens are complaining about it. 

After years of platitudes about “keep¬ 
ing the traffic moving” and “keeping the 
public safe”, a disgruntled warden in 
Dudley has revealed they are being told 
to issue an average of 4.7 tickets each a 
day to meet budget targets. 

I would love to say that comes as a 
surprise, but really it is right up there with 
the revelation that Big Daddy used to like 
his grub. 

It has long been my belief that the vast 
majority of parking tickets are nothing to 
do with either road safety or the free flow 
of traffic. 

They are simply councils fining peo¬ 
ple for minor breaches of rules that they 
dreamt up themselves. 

And ticketing targets for traffic wardens 
are the price we pay for the dreadful de¬ 
cision to take parking enforcement away 
from the police and to hand it over to lo¬ 
cal authorities.

It might only be a handful of 
extra officers, but I’m sure they will come 
in handy.

Bringing Lightwoods 
back to former glory

As work continues on Light¬ 
woods House in Smethwick, 

HEATHER LARGE reveals its 
uncovered treasures 


THEY’VE been hidden away for 
years but now historic features at 
a Sandwell Grade ll-listed house 
will proudly be going back on show 
as part of a £5.2million restoration 
project. 

William Morris wallpaper, grand ceil¬ 
ing decorations and colourful wall sten¬ 
cils are among the little bits of history 
uncovered by workers at Lightwoods 
House in Smethwick. 

Since the house was built within the 16-acre 
Lightwoods Park in 1791, it’s had many uses. 
But after the last occupants, stained glass art¬ 
ists John Hardman & Co Ltd, moved out eight 
years ago, it fell into a bad state of repair. 

In February last year, a long-awaited pro¬ 
ject to bring the property back into use for the 
community got under way by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil with the help of the Friends of Lightwoods 
House and Park. 

Conferencing 

This is has seen the roof repaired and 
retiled, windows and doors replaced and rot¬ 
ten wood removed. All of the rooms are being 
renovated and by next spring will be used for 
offices, a tea room, exhibition space, confer¬ 
encing and training events, a children’s centre 
and weddings. 

“It’s great seeing the house changing. The 
outside looks great. We haven’t seen the front 
looking so crisp and smart for a long time. On 
the ground floor there will be a community or 
meeting room and the tea room. The upper 
floor is where there will be offices and the large 
former master bedroom which can be used for 
conferencing or weddings,” said Julia Morris, 
community engagement officer for Lightwoods 
House and Park. Discoveries made during the 


renovation work will go on show once the pro¬ 
ject has been completed to ensure they are pre¬ 
served for future generations. 

They include original decorative ceiling cor¬ 
nices found in some of the rooms, which have 
been saved and will be replicated with help of 
students from Sandwell College. 

William Morris wallpaper was uncovered 
in the master bedroom when they stripped 
back the ceiling and a former safe room with a 
heavy steel door. 

Slates used on the roof are reclaimed and 
have been inscribed with messages from local 
schoolchildren. 

While stencil designs were found on a wall 
by the main staircase and their story was told 
by an apprentice for John Hardman & Co Ltd, 


who helped create them. It’s believed they 
have been there for around 15 years. 

“We found out that an apprentice held the 
stencil on the wall while the artist painted. We 
found this out when the apprentice visited on 
a house tour we ran. He got told off by the 
boss so the design was unfinished. We plan to 
leave it on show and put a plaque on the wall 
explaining how it came about,” said Julia. 

It’s not just the house which is undergoing a 
transformation. A play area has already been 
finished and is being enjoyed by local children. 
A rustic bridge has been installed, based on 
the design taken from an old photograph of 
the bridge that was there in around 1925. A 
new pond and wildlife area will be created 
nearby. Work has also begun to bring the 19th

century bandstand, which will be licensed for 
weddings, back to life. 

Also due to get a makeover is the Shake¬ 
speare garden at the back of the house, which 
is home to a tribute to royal gardener John 
Tradescant, and the drinking fountains. 

Educational and events programmes are 
also planned for the park and house which will 
give people the chance to discover and learn 
about the park’s heritage and wildlife as well 
volunteering and training to enable volunteers 
to help care for the site. 

In the future, it is hoped the site can secure 
a Green Flag and a Green Heritage Award. 

Construction work is expected to be finished 
in the autumn and an official opening is due to 
take place in the spring.

Diggers 
have ploughed through the landmark as demolition teams 
progress with the £500 million Paradise Birmingham re¬ 
development. 

The development was hailed as the catalyst for trans¬ 
forming the city centre earlier in the year, with workers 
from Birmingham-based demolition specialist DSM tasked 
with the major overhaul of the land. The Paradise Circus 
development, renamed Paradise Birmingham, is being 
cleared ready for the development of new offices, a hotel 
and shops surrounding a remodelled Chamberlain Square. 

The new buildings will be used for leisure and hotel use. 
A hotel and open air walkways will also be created on the 
area currently occupied by the library. Traffic has been re¬ 
routed around Paradise Circus island with work on this 
stage due to finish this summer. 

The old Central Library shut after the new £188 million 
Library of Birmingham opened in 2013. 


Salvation Army plans 

A FORMER Blockbuster store in West Bromwich will be 
turned into a Salvation Army base, after plans were given 
the green light. A planning application to change the use 
of the shop in Dudley Street was submitted to Sandwell 
Council last month. 

Now council planners have ruled the former video rental 
premises can become a Salvation Army donation centre 
with a charity shop, after passing the plans. 


Museum 
masterplan 
outlined 
by bosses 


MORE details have been revealed about an 
£18 million masterplan for the future of the 
Black Country Living Museum. 

And bosses have urged members of the public 
to have their say on the vision for its future. The 
museum in Tipton Road, Dudley currently attracts 
around 300,000 visitors a year. 


Chiefs are hoping to in¬ 
crease this to 500,000 in 
their 10-year forward plan. 

Bosses are currently seek¬ 
ing funding for the ambi¬ 
tious development, which 
could include moving the 
entrance to the site from 
Tipton Road to Castle Hill. 

Chief executive Andrew 
Lovett said this would link 
the venue to Castle Hill and 
provide visitors with one 
shared arrival point to four 
attractions - Dudley Zoo, 
Dudley Archives, Dudley 
Canal Trips and the mu¬ 
seum. 

Other proposals include a 
brand new visitor centre, an 
exhibition space to display 
more of the museum’s col¬ 
lection as well as retail and 
cafe facilities.

visitor centre into a bus¬ 
tling 1940s to 1960s town 
featuring a working library 
lending books, new shops 
and restaurants including 
a corner pub, housing and a 
bowling green. 

Visitors have been asked 
to share their thoughts on 
an online survey. Mr Lovett 
said: “At the moment on the 
site we don’t really tell the 
story of the Black Country 
beyond about 1938 or so. 

“One of the things that’s 
driving us is the drive to 
complete that story and take 
people into the 40s, 50s and 
60s. We think this is an op¬ 
portunity to complement all 
the investment that’s gone 
into the Castle Hill area.”

Noise initiative 
launches aimed 
to help tenants 

AN initiative to reduce “noisy neigh¬ 
bour” problems facing tenants in 
high-rise homes in Sandwell has been 
launched by housing officers, CCTV 
staff, wardens and the council’s an¬ 
ti-social behaviour team. 

The council has launched efforts to 
reduce the noise problems which are 
one of the most-reported issues facing 
tenants in multi-storey blocks of flats.

The home nation will 
hope to be on the ball 


I t’s finally time for the big kick-off, 
and as is customary the host nation 
gets proceedings under way tonight 
at the Stade de France. 

If you thought that the pressure was 
high on this side of the Channel, 
spare a thought for Didier Deschamps 
French side who go into the 
tournament as favourites and with the 
hopes of an expectant nation on their 
shoulders. 

The signs look good though - over 
the years, the hosts tend to perform 
well at the Euros, and the French 
have been victorious in each of the 
last two major tournaments that they 
have hosted, winning the European 
Championships back in 1984 and the 
World Cup in 1998. 

Their current side is strong 
defensively, formidable in midfield with 
Paul Pogba, and rife with speedy 
attacking options. 

The one thing they are perhaps 
missing is a true No.9, as Karim 
Benzema is suspended from 
international play. 

One of France’s greatest ever 
players, Thierry Henry, is confident 


that the hosts will be at the national 
stadium in Paris when the winner is 
decided in exactly one month’s time. 

He told Sky Sports: ‘This is the big 
one for us. This is the big one for 
Deschamps and the big one for the 
team. 

“We all know it is not easy to win a 
tournament at home, but we have 
done it twice. “We have won the Euros 
in 1984 and the World Cup in 1998 so 
we have a history of usually winning it 
when we have the tournament at 
home. 

“France has a good team. The only 
thing I will say is we haven’t played an 
official game for a long time, so that 
might be the question mark about the 
team at the moment. 

“I think we have a great team and 
I’m not saying that because I am 
French, but I do think they have one of 
the best teams in Europe. 

“I’ll tip them to win and I hope they 
will.” 

First up for Les Bleus, who also 
triumphed at Euro 2000 in the 
Netherlands and Belgium, are Group 
A rivals Romania. 


The Tricolorii were defensively the 
best team in qualifying, conceding just 
two goals, but they were also the least 
prolific team that qualified, scoring just 
11, so the French may have their work 
cut out breaking down their opponents 
this evening. 

The tournament itself has been 
expanded to 24 teams this year, with 
matches taking place in 10 different 
host cities. 

As far as the TV coverage goes, the 
BBC and ITV have split it down the 
middle once again. 

Mark Pougatch has proven to be 
good replacement for previous ITV 
anchor Adrian Chiles, and the 
broadcaster has gone all out with its 
French theme for the Euros. 

Promotional work has been done by 
Eric Cantona, while Emmanuel Petit, 
Christian Karembeu and Louis Saha 
have all joined the punditry team. 

Ian Wright is also on the team, 
along with West Ham boss Slaven 
Bilic. 

There is also a return to 
commentary on ITV for Andy 
Townsend after a year-long absence.

We were saving the golf until the following 
morning so on the Friday we headed for the 
relaxing spa with the Fire and Ice Experience 
- 90 minutes of sheer bliss and if you are brave 
enough the ice cold bucket experience. He did, 
I didn’t and I was quite glad after seeing the 
shocked look on his face. 

Totally relaxed, we sat on the balcony and 
watched as the more experienced golfers 


tackle the 18th hole on the PGA course. It was 
easy to relax in the sumptuous room - the lady 
on reception said we would go ‘wow’ when we 
saw it and she was not wrong. The bedroom 
area was huge with a large en suite and dress¬ 
ing area and adjoining living room. Then, to 
step out onto the huge veranda with the lovely 
views - this is the life! 

Nightclub 

Time to settle there with a glass of wine 
and watch the others tackle the course and 
maybe get some tips for the morning. Relaxed 
and changed we headed off to the Ryder Grill 
restaurant for a delicious a la carte meal and I 
could forget the calories as I would work them 
off on the course the next morning. 

Afterwards, if you fancy strutting your 
stuff, just pop across to the very popular Bel 
Air Nightclub & Lounge. Entrance is included 
in many weekend packages. Then after break¬ 
fast that was it - what I was waiting for. We 
headed out to the Derby golf course, the only 
one of the three where you don’t need to have 


a handicap. As I explained when booking my 
only handicap was that I couldn’t play! 

There is also a driving range if you want 
to try out your skills first. For the little ones 
there is a small course that replicates some 
of the famous holes - like the one at Kiawah 
Island from the 1991 Ryder Cup. 

The site has three full courses: The Braba¬ 
zon, Ryder Cup in 1985, 1989, 1993 and 2002, 
PGA National, another for experienced play¬ 
ers only and the third course The Derby the 
one we played. 

It is available to all standards of players and 
is roughly 1,000 yards shorter than the other 
two. Even so, the full 18 holes are a big test 
of skills and stamina but we did both manage 
a par on one of the holes. I have not stopped 
raving about it since! 

The Belfry has been nominated for three 
awards at the World Travel Awards 2016, 
having been crowned as England’s Leading 
Resort last year. So if you are looking to get 
away with the family you can’t go wrong.

DRIVETIME 


Mustang 
well worth 
wait of 50 
long years 


By Ian Donaldson 


IT has taken half a century and produced 
some entirely forgettable models along the 
way, but the Ford Mustang is finally availa¬ 
ble in proper European trim, with right hand 
drive - and it’s been worth the wait. 

The sixth generation of a Mustang that sparked de¬ 
mand for a new kind of car when it first appeared in 
1965 can now be yours from £30,995. 

That buys a properly American-made Mustang (of 
course!) but without the mighty V8 engine under the bonnet 
that produced the thunderous soundtrack made famous by 
Hollywood and Steve McQueen. 

Still, with 145mph on tap and zero to 62mph in 5.8 sec¬ 
onds it’s no slowcoach. Clever electronics even generates 
a synthetic soundtrack that does a good impersonation of 
the real thing. 

This Mustang-lite (a relative term with such a large ma¬ 
chine) also uses a bit less fuel (35.3mpg officially but 27mpg 
on test) and looks every American inch the real deal. 

When sales settle down after the initial rush, with more 
than 3,500 Mustangs on order or delivered in the UK to date, 
this 2.3 EcoBoost with four cylinders and 313bhp is expect¬ 
ed to take around half of all sales. 

But at the moment the rush to satisfy a demand that’s 
been building for 50 years means most Mustangs come with 
the pukka 5.0 litre V8. 

Drive one and you know why from the first gentle push of 
the throttle; here is a car that’s effortlessly fast - with 155mph 
and 4.8 seconds to 62mph available without hesitation. 

If the official 20.9mpg looks like a reason to shun the real 
deal, consider the 23mpg the car returned over the same 
test route as its slighter sibling. 

A real world four mpg advantage will not deter anyone 
who relishes the genuine throb of eight big cylinders at work. 

Neither will a price difference of £4,000 that makes the 2.3 
EcoBoost look almost a giveaway at £30,995 but the full fat 
5.0 Fastback a steal for £34,995. 

Brakes 

That buys a car that comes loaded with kit, from Brem- 
bo front brakes, limited slip differential, xenon headlights, 
nine speaker sound system, power adjustable front seats, 
rear view camera and a switch to tame the rear wheels on 
slippery roads or sharpen the car’s reactions when you feel 
a bit sporty. 

The interior is clearly built with price in mind and the plas¬ 
tics on show will not worry Audi, or even Kia for that matter. 
No complaints about the superb front seats, perfect driving 
position and crisply clear instruments. 

There is a six-speed manual gearbox as standard, with 
an automatic transmission for £1,500 behind either engine, 
and it is important you try both before putting down your 
deposit. They make more of a difference to the way this new 
Mustang behaves than even the engine choice. The manual 
box links your right foot to the nerve centre of the car and 
makes it feel so much more connected than the slightly diffi¬ 
dent auto. As big a difference is available for an extra £3,500 
in the handsome shape of the Mustang convertible, which 
weighs a bit more than the fixed-roof fastback and, predict¬ 
ably, shimmies gently on bad roads thanks to the lack of a 
rigid roof. 

It’s powered hood vanishes neatly in seconds and there 
is actually a fraction more leg room in the rear than offered 
in the fastback. Neither cars’ back seats are adult friendly 
though, but perfectly suited to a couple of growing nippers, 
who are unlikely to complain as they out-cool their school¬ 
mates. The convertible loses a little boot room but either 
body style has more than enough space for a fun car with 
a mildly serious side when there’s shopping to be carried. 

A fraction wider than, say, a Land Rover Discovery makes 
the Mustang a machine that needs some care on country 
roads but the further it went the narrower it seemed - always 
a sign of a car that keen drivers will enjoy. 

Proper all-round independent suspension helps too, 
even if it strays on the harsh side of firm on some of our 
worst road surfaces.

A 1923 Vauxhall 23/60 made its first long 
journey after an 18-month mechanical resto¬ 
ration to be reunited with three generations 
of the previous owner’s family at Vauxhall 
Motors’ Heritage Centre in Luton. 

Known as Alice, the vintage Vauxhall is now 
thought to be the most original of the around 90 sur¬ 
viving 23/60s from a total production of 1,300 made 
at the famous Kimpton Road factory between 1922 
and 1926. 

Kay Lorenzato, whose late husband owned the car from 
the 1950s, was delighted to see it for the first time after its 
inaugural, post-resto drive from Leicestershire to the last 
Vauxhall Bedford Owners’ Association meeting. Her hus¬ 
band, she said, would have been “proud to see Alice on the 
road again” after he’d shared so many experiences with the 
car during the 1950s and 60s. 

And Raymond Lorenzato certainly used the car exten¬ 
sively. A Grimsel Pass sticker on the windscreen and three 
tickets from a cinema in Lucerne found under the seat dur¬ 
ing restoration were evidence of just some of the European

road trips he made in the 50s. The car also competed in 
various VSCC events, before being pushed into service as 
the Lorenzatos’ daily transport during the 1960s (including 
the harsh winter of 1962/63). 

Alice was last seen in Luton in 1964 at a 30-98 Register 
meeting and was on the road for a further three years, before 
being retired to the family garage with a cracked block. Talk¬ 
ing to Vauxhall staff at the VBOA meeting, Kay Lorenzato had 
fond memories of attending rallies in Alice with her husband 
in the early 60s - including one at Brooklands - and recalled 
how attached they both were to the car. 

Well known restorer and vintage racer, Mark Walker, pur¬ 
chased Alice from Kay at a Bonhams Beaulieu auction and 
over the last year and a half has undertaken a full mechanical 
restoration. 

The block has been repaired and new high-compression 
pistons fitted, but wherever possible Mark has retained origi¬ 
nal components, with ‘conservation’ rather than ‘restoration’ 
being his mantra. 

And Alice’s appearance, which still shows the scars of 
a 93-year life, has carefully been preserved, with even the 
original leather trim being saved during the process. 

“In Alice, 60mph at 2,000 rpm is still a comfortable and 
smooth cruising speed and the car keeps up well with mod¬ 
ern traffic,” said Walker. 

“Higher speeds are certainly possible, but with only rear 
brakes, probably not advisable! I intend to use the car as 
family transport and would love to recreate the trip over the
